C  H  A  P.  I. 

the  Marks ,  Characters,  and  Symptoms , 
which  dijlinguijh  that  branch  of  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe ,  called  a  Virulent  Gonor-

AS  this  fpecies  of  the  Venereal  Di¬ 
feafe  is  very  frequently  met  with  in 
practice,  I  fhall  take  all  poffible 
care  to  lay  before  the  reader,  every  circum- 
fiance  neceflary  to  give  him  a  juft  idea  of 
the  difeafe,  fince  upon  the  right  manage¬ 
ment  of  this  branch  may,  perhaps,  depend 
his  future  peace,  happinefs,  and  welfare.

2  Plain  Directions,  &c. 

A  Virulent  Gonorrhaea  or  Clap,  is  a  dif- 
charge  of  corrupted  matter,  either  from 
the  glands  of  the  urethra  in  men,  or  the 
vagina  in  women,  occasioned  from  their 
having  to  do  with  an  infedted  perfon. 
The  quantity  is  always  in  proportion  to 
the  degree  of  the  irritation,  the  quality,  to 
the  degree  of  malignity  in  the  infectious 
matter,  received  from  the  infedted  perfon, 
in  coition. 

After  a  man  has  had  to  do  with  an  infedt- 
ed  perfon,  he  fome  time  after  perceives  an 
itching  in  his  yard,  near  the  nut,  and  a 
kind  of  rotation  of  the  tefticles,  a  day  or 
two  after,  the  parts  begin  to  fhoot,  and  burn, 
moft  fenfibly  felt  when  he  makes  water, 
which  is  attended  with  a  fcalding  heat, 
foon  after,  a  running  enfues,  which  is  conx- 
monly  of  a  cream  colour.  This  is  the  fir  ft 
ftage  of  a  virulent  gonorrhaea,  and  nothing 
can  be  eafier  of  cure  than  a  clap  thus  cir- 
cumftanced ;  but  when  the  foregoing  fyrnp- 
toms  are  either  fuffered  to  continue,  or  the 
infedtion  is  extremely  virulent,-  thefe  addi¬ 
tional  fymptoms  enfue ;  frnall  ulcers,  called 
fhancres,  and  pocky- warts,  difcover  them- 
felves  upon  the  nut  or  fore-fkin  :  the  fore- 
ikin  is  fo  fwelled  that  it  cannot  be  forced 
back  over  the  nut,  which  is  called  a  phy- 
mofis.  The  running  is  difcharged  in  larger 
quantities,  and  tinges  the  linnen  of  a  yel- 
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low  or  green  colour.  The  pain  in  making 
water  becomes  more  violent,  and  a  pain  i$ 
felt  in  the  yard  at  every  erection,  as  if  it  were 
violently  fqueezed  with  the  hand,  which 
fy mptorn  happens  chiefly  when  the  perfon 
grows  warm  in  bed,  and  is  called  a  chor- 
dee.  But  when  the  running  is  reftrained, 
or  blocked  up,  either  from  the  virulence 
of  the  infection,  the  patients  catching  cold, 
or  the  improper  ufe  of  aftringent  medi¬ 
cines  either  internally,  or  by  way  of  injec¬ 
tion,  the  tefldcles  become  fwelled,  hard, 
and  extremely  painful,  and  fometimes  an 
abfcefs  is  formed  in  the  urinary  paflage, 
which  becoming  fiftulous,  difcharees  a 
very  virulent  fanies,  and  is  called  by  fur- 
geons  a  fiftula  in  perinoeo.

CHAP.  II. 

Some  confiderations  concernmg  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  diet ,  and  exercife,  in  the 
cure  of  a  'virulent  Gonorrhcea  or  Clap. 

I  SHALL  diftinguifh  the  aliments  moft' 
proper  in  the  cure  of  a  virulent  Clap,  in¬ 
to  three  kinds  :  firft,  thofe  that  are  moft 
proper  to  temperate  the  Venereal  Virus,  to 
abate  the  inflammation  of  the  parts,  and  eafe 

B  2  the 
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the  fcalding  heat  of  urine  :  for  this  purpofe 
I  advife  the  patient  for  the  firft  week  or 
ten  days  to  have  for  breakfaft,  thin  milk-* 
pottage,  a  mefs  of  fego,  or  two  or  three 
dirties  of  tea,  with  a  ilice  or  two  of  bread 
and  butter ;  for  dinner  a  bread-pudding, 
chicken,  veal,  or  mutton-broth 5  and  of  ve-^ 
getables,  turnips,  potatoes,  and  parfnips  ; 
and  by  all  means  to  avoid  fiefh  meats  for 
the  firft  week  at  leaft  :  new  milk  from  the 
cow  affords  excellent  nourifhment,  and  is 
both  cleanfing  and  cooling  to  the  body,  and 
therefore  a  mefs  in  the  evening  will  be  a 
very  proper  fupper.  For  conftant  drink, 
I  advife  weak  wine  and  water,  or  fmall 
begr. 

After  the  virulence  is  deftroyed  and  the 
matter  begins  to  be  of  a  better  colour  and 
confiftence,  I  then  advife  a  more  fubftan- 
tial  diet,  viz.  chickens,  veal,  lamb,  rab¬ 
bits,  rice-puddings,  rice-milk,  chocolate, 
hartiborn-jellies,  &c.  which  cool  the  body, 
thicken  the  juices,  and  leffen  the  fecretions, 
and  confequently  the  difcharge  of  the  ve¬ 
nereal  running. 

When  the  running  is  greatly  leffened  and 
become  quite  ropy,  and  the  pain  entirely 
abated,  I  add  to  the  foregoing  diet,  fea 
bifcuits,  or  Jew’s  cakes,  jarr-raifins,  millet- 
puddings,  and  hartftiorn-jellies,  which 
ftrengthen  much  ;  for  a  diet  of  this  kind 
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gives  great  afliftance  to  the  adminiftration 
of  flrengthning  medicines  where  they  are 
judged  proper  to  flop  the  running,  as  is 
fometimes  the  cafe  in  ftubborn  gleets ;  but 
if  (as  is  frequently  the  cafe)  the  patient’s 
fituation  in  life  will  not  allow  him  to  ad¬ 
here  punctually  to  thele  rules,  yet  as  he 
values  his  future  health  and  welfare,  let 
him  avoid  all  fait  meats,  as  pickled  pork, 
hams,  fait  beef,  and  the  like ;  for  falts  of 
all  kinds  heighten  the  inflammation,  increafe 
the  virulency,  and  greatly  lengthen  the  cure 
of  the  running,  ’till  the  difeafe  either  changes 
into  a  Pox,  or  is  attended  with  an  incur¬ 
able  gleet,  and  for  the  fame  reafons  he  muff 
avoid  too  great  an  indulgence  of  all  relish¬ 
ing  acids,  rich  fauces,  and  fpirituous  li¬ 
quors,  as  things  of  the  moil  pernicious  na¬ 
ture  to  thofe  that  labour  under  a  virulent 
clap. 

Exercife  in  a  clap  while  the  difeafe  is  re¬ 
cent,  muft  frequently  be  attended  with 
very  bad  confequences,  for  by  violent  mo¬ 
tion  the  body  is  heated,  and  the  blood  in¬ 
flamed,  whereby  both  the  pain,  fcalding  of 
the  urine,  and  virulence  of  the  running 
are  increafed ;  therefore  I  would  advife  the 
patient  during  the  firft  fortnight  or  three 
weeks  of  his  cure,  to  avoid  riding,  much 
walking,  jumping,  and  the  like,  which 
exafperate  the  fymptoms  very  much,  and  to 
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keep  himfelf  as  ftill  as  poffible ;  for  by  this 
means  the  parts  will  recover  their  former 
tone,  ftrength,  and  vigour,  in  a  much 
fhorter  time. 

Towards  the  clofe  of  the  difeafe,  when 
only  a  weaknefs  of  the  parts,  and  a  gleety 
weeping  remains,  I  advife  the  moderate  ufe 
of  the  cold-bath,  which  is  a  remedy  I  pre¬ 
fer  to  all  others,  for  it  braces  up  the  nerves, 

confolidates  the  broken  fibres  of  the  ure- 
* 

thra,  and  ftrengthens  and  reltores  the  tone 
of  the  genitals. 

Thole  who  are  defirous  of  experiencing 
the  benefit  of  cold  bathing,  ought  in  the 
morning  falling  to  plunge  overhead,  and 
to  continue  no  longer  under  water  than 
they  can  bear  to  hold  their  breath  ;  for  it 
is  the  firft  Ihock  that  gives  the  moll  vigo¬ 
rous  contraction  to  all  the  mufcular  and 
nervous  fibres,  whereby  their  due  fpringi- 
nefs  and  aCtion  are  reltcred.  But  before 
the  patient  makes  trial  of  the  efficacy  of 
this  remedy,  he  ought  to  be  perfectly  fatis- 
fied  that  the  virulency  of  the  clap  is  totally 
deltroyed  ;  otherwife,  by  unfeafonable 
bracing  up  the  fibres,  he  will  only  tie  up 
the  pocky  venom  upon  the  habit,  which  in 
time  will  get  into  the  blood,  taint  the 
juices,  and  produce  a  confirmed  pox. 

But  above  all,  the  patient  mult  be  care¬ 
ful  to  moderate  his  paffions,  wanton  pic- 

,  tures, 
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tures,  lafcivious  books,  and  amorous  dal¬ 
liances  with  women,  muft  be  fhunned,  for 
the  fame  ill  effects  will  certainly  follow 
thefe,  as  all  other  debauches,  fmce  they 
heat  the  body,  raife  the  pulfe,  and  occa- 
fion  a  larger  difcharge  by  the  part  affedled. 


CHAP.  III. 

To  efablifh  the  cure  of  a  virulent  Clap,  upon 
the  clear  ef  principles  of  practice :  I  pro - 
pofe  to  reduce  the  fever al  curative  indications 
under  the  three  following  heads :  firfy  I 
Jhall  lay  down  the  mojl  proper  methods  to 
of  wage  the  venereal fymptoms ,  by  medicines 
that  cor  reel  and  purge  off  the  infectious 
venom .  Secondly ,  I  jhall  attempt  to  re¬ 
frain  the  running ,  by  thofe  means  that  I 
have  always  known  to  anfwer  the  purpofe , 
even  in  the  mofl  obfinate  cafes  :  And  laflly9 
I  fall  lay  down  the  choicef  rides  to  relieve 
the  weaknefs  of  the  conjlitution ,  and  ref  ore 
the  affeded  parts  to  their  former  tone  and 
vigour .  ;  . 

/np  O  accomplilh  the  firft  general  indi- 
J  cation,  as  an  intenfe  heat,  pain,  and 
inflammation  of  the  yard,  are  always  prefent 
fymptoms  of  a  frefh  contracted  clap,  no- 
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thing  is  preferable  to  the  following  method, 
to  correal  the  venom,  and  relieve  the  in¬ 
flammation  and  other  fymptoms.  The  cure 
muft  be  begun  with  bleeding  plentifully  in 
the  arm,  which  may  be  repeated  according 
to  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  arid  the  vio¬ 
lence  of  the  inflammation.  After  bleeding, 
the  patient  muft  take  the  following  apozem 
every  morning  for  five  or  fix  days. 

Take  Epfom  water  two  pints  and  an 
half,  fcrape  a  little  nutmeg  into  it,  and  boil 
it  over  a  gentle  fire  "till  it  cornes  to  a  quart, 
then  diftolve  in  it  an  ounce  of  manna,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  glaubers-falt,  and  ftrain  it 
off  for  ufe  :  half  a  pint  of  this  is  to  be  taken 
milk-warm  every  half  hour  'till  the  whole 
quantity  is  taken.  During  the  ufe  of  the 
above  medicine,  the  patient  muft  drink 
plentifully  between  whiles,  of  barley- 
water,  milk  and  water,  capillaire,  or  any 
other  cooling  liquor.  It  is  impoflible  to 
conceive  how  this  innocent  remedy  cools 
the  paflages,  and  relieves  the  heat  and 
fmart  of  urine. 

After  having  made  ufe  of  the  foregoing 
apozem  for  four  or  five  days,  I  would  re¬ 
commend  the  patient  to  take  two  of 
the  following  mercurial  pills,  every  night 
and  morning,  or  according  to  the  operation, 
one  only  every  night  and  morning,  for  a 
week  or  ten  days,  unlefs  the  patient  com-

plains  of  his  gums,  or  a  fore  mouth,  in 
which  cafe  thefe  pills  muft  be  left  off  for  a 
few  days,  and  the  quantity  of  a  nutmeg  of 
the  purging  electuary,  which  I  fhall  give 
the  receipt  of,  muft.be  taken  in  their  room 
’till  the  fore  mouth  is  entirely  removed, 
when  the  patient  may  again  take  two  of  the 
pills  every  night  only,  and  the  next  morn¬ 
ing  a  dofe  of  the  electuary,  which  method 
he  ihuft  perfift  in  ’till  the  quantity  of  the 
running  grows  lefs,  and  feels  more  thick 
and  ropy,  when  he  muft  leave  oft'  the  pills 
and  continue  the  ufe  of  the  eleduary  only, 
every  night  and  morning,  for  a  few  days 
longer. 

Receipt  for  making  the  Mercurial  Pills . 

Take  two  drachms  of  quick-filver,  and 
rub  it  with  a  fufRcient  quantity  of  turpen¬ 
tine  ’till  it  is  entirely  killed,  then  add  a 
drachm  of  powder  of  gum  guaicum,  and 
half  a  drachm  of  the  colocynth  pill  with 
aloes,  mix  them  well  together,  and  divide 
the  mafs  into  twenty-four  pills,  two  of 
which  are  to  be  taken  every  night  and 
morning.

Receipt  for  the  purging  Electuary. 

Take  of  the  beft  honey  an  ounce  and  an 
half,  balfam  of  copaiva  three  quarters  of 
an  ounce,  powder  of  jalap,  and  fait  pru- 

C  nella. 
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nella,  of  each  a  drachm,  mix  them  toge~ 
ther  into  an  electuary  :  the  dofe  of  which  is 
the  quantity  of  a  nutmeg,  every  night  and 
morning.  If  this  electuary  purges  too 
much,  the  powder  of  jalap  muft  be  left 
out,  and  a  drachm  of  powder  of  rhubarb 
is  to  be  fubftituted  in  its  ftead* 

When  by  the  ufe  of  the  medicines  al- 
ready  prefcribed,  the  pain  in  making  water 
and  the  chordee  are  entirely  removed,  and 
the  running  from  a  greenifh  or  yellowifh 
colour,  has  changed  to  a  thick  white  mat¬ 
ter,  and  is  very  ropy,  and  but  in  fmall 
quantity.  The  cure  muft  be  compleated 
by  taking  twenty  drops  of  balfam  copaiva 
in  a  tea  fpoonful  of  powdered  fugar,  three 
times  in  a  day,  or  by  taking  two  or  three 
of  the  following  ftrengthning  pills,  every 
night  and  morning. 

Receipt  for  making  the  flrengthning  Pills . 

/ 

Take  boiled  turpentine  half  an  ounce, 
powder  of  rhubarb  three  drachms,  balm  of 
gilead  twenty  drops  beat  them  together, 
and  divide  the  mafs  into  middle  fized  pills, 
two  or  three  of  which  are  to  be  taken  eve¬ 
ry  night  and  morning* 

Notwithftanding  we  have  obferved  that 
the  changing  of  the  colour  of  the  running 
from  yellow  to  white,  was  a  certain  mark 
of  the  virulence  being  entirely  deftroyed, 

yet 
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vet  the  reader  is  defired  to  take  notice,  that 
in  perfons  advanced  in  years,  and  thole  who 
have  had  fever:  !  claps  ;  this  change  of  co¬ 
lour  can  feldom  he  effected,  fo  that  the 
running  continues  ot  a  pale  yellow,  01 
light  green  to  the  laft,  though  you  fhould 
continue  the  ufe  of  the  purging  medicines 
ever  fo  long,  you  will  never  be  able  to 
change  the  colour  of  the  running,  but  may 
very  much  impair  the  conftitution  by  pur- 
fuing  this  method ;  in  tnis  cafe  therefore, 
provided  the  running  is  ot  a  good  coniift- 
ence,  the  inflammation,  fmart  of  urine,  and 
chordee  entirely  gone  off,  and  the  yard  fo 
entirely  free  from  all  pain,  that  you.  can. 
fqueeze  it  fomewhat  roughly  without  more 
forenefs  than  what  is  ufual  from  a  rude 
handling  of  this  member  naturally,  you 
may  fafely  proceed  to  fupprefs  the  gleet  by 
the  ufe  of  the  balfam  copaiva,  and  the 
ftrengthning  pills,  though  the  colour  of  the 
running  does  not  appear  altogether  fo  fa¬ 
vourable  as  might  be  wifhed. 

If  the  means  hitherto  prefcribed  fhould 
prove  infufficient,  and  though  the  virulency 
is  perfectly  cured,  a  running  fliould  ftill 
remain,  even  after  having  perfifted  in  the 
ufe  of  the  ftrengthning  pills,  for  fome  time, 
the  diforder  is  then  called  a  gleet,  and  muft 
he  treated  as  will  be  (hewn  hereafter.

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the  cure  of  the  Chordee .

If  the  chordee  does  not  readily  give  way 
to  the  ufe  of  the  mercurial  pills  and  purg¬ 
ing  eledtuary,  t«he  relief  will  be  moil  fpeedi- 
ly  effected  by  purfuing  the  following  me¬ 
thod, 

4  m 

Bleed  in  the  arm  to  the  amount  of  eight  or 

te?i  ounces , 

Take  elder  flowers  one  handful  and  an 
half, chamomile-flowers  and  mallow-leaves, 
each  one  handful,  boil  them  over  a  gentle 
fire,  in  three  pints  of  water  to  a  pint  and  an 
half,  which  ftrain  off*  for  ufe.  Foment  the 
parts  with  this  of  a  moderate  warmth  fre¬ 
quently,  'till  the  part  grows  fupple,  after 
which  apply  to  the  whole  body  of  the  yard 
a  little  warm,  and  carefully  kept  on  with  a 
proper  bandage,  the  following  pultice. 
Take  linfeed-flower  and  bean-flower,  each 
half  an  handful,  ointment  of  marfhmallows 
half  an  ounce,  make  them  into  a  pultice 
with  a  little  of  the  fomentation  liquor. 

But  if  the  patient  cannot  conveniently 
make  ufe  of  the  above  fomentation,  and 
pultice,  a  drachm  of  weak  mercurial  oint¬ 
ment  muft  be  well  rubbed  in  on  the  whole 
under  part  of  the  yard,  every  other  night.

Cure  of  the  Phymojis  and  Paraphymojis* 

The  fame  fomentation  and  pultice  muft 
be  ufed  as  were  directed  foiithe  cure  of  the 
chordee,  only  a  fmall  qu^pnty  of  fpirits  of 
wine  and  camphor,  fhould  be  added  to  the 
fomentation  :  however,  if  this  method  fails 
of  fuccefs,  from  the  great  virulence  of  the 
venereal  venom,  and  the  fwelling  encreafes 
with  very  violent  pain,  it  will  be  abfolute- 
ly  neceflary  to  fnip  the  forefkin,  and  give 
the  nut  of  the  yard  more  room  to  play. 

Cure  of  the  Hernia  Humour  alls,  or  fwelling  of 

the  Tef  icles. 

The  cure  of  this  diforder  mud;  be  begun 
with  bleeding  to  the  amount  of  ten  or 
twelve  ounces,  then  let  a  bag  trufs,  which 
may  be  had  of  Mr.  White,  Trufs-maker  in 
Fleet-flreet,  be  got,  for  the  fupport  of  the 
dwelled  cods,  and  let  the  following  pulticc 
be  applied  every  night  and  morning. 


Take  the  crumb  of  ftale  rolls,  and  boil 
them  with  a  fufficient  quantity  of  new 
milk,  to  the  confidence  of  a  pultice,  to 
which  add  half  an  ounce  of  ointment  of 
elder-flowers.^ 

When  the  pain  is  removed,  the  dwelling 
very  much  abated,  and  there  remains  only 
a  little  hardnefs  of  the  part,  the  pultice 

may 
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may  be  left  off,  and  a  mercurial  plainer 
fpread  on  leather,  is  to  be  applied  to  the 
part,  and  kept  on  with  the  bag-trufs, 
which  fhould  be  worn  for  fome  time  after 
the  diforder  is  removed,  to  prevent  a  relapfe. 

Cure  of  Venereal  Chancres . 

Chancres  are  little  fuperficial  eating 
ulcers,  occafioned  by  the  venereal  venom 
on  the  nut  of  the  yard,  forefkin,  or  fome 
other  part  near  the  private  parts. 

Drefs  the  fores  with  the  following  oint¬ 
ment,  fpread  on  lint,  every  night  and  morn¬ 
ing,  firft  bathing  them  with  a  little  warm 
milk. 

Take  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  hogs-lard, 
and  mix  therewith  half  a  drachm  of  red 
precipitate  in  fine  powder. 

The  medicines  proper  to  be  taken  inward¬ 
ly  are 

Phe  Mercurial  PUL 

Take  ten  grains  of  calomel,  and  mix  it 
with  a  little  conferve  of  hips  into  a  pill,  for 
one  dofe,  which  muft  be  taken  for  three 
nights  together,  and  then  is  to  be  worked 
off  with  the  following  purging  pills. 

Take  one  fcruple  of  Pill  e  Duobus,  and 
divide  it  into  three  pills,  to  be  taken  in  the 
morning  early,  and  repeated  every  third 
morning. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  medicines  mud  be  continued  ’till 
the  chancres  are  quite  healed,  and  indeed 
to  prevent  a  relapfe,  it  would  be  prudent  to 
continue  taking  them  a  week  or  two  longer  : 
after  each  of  the  mercurial  pills,  a  large 
draught  of  faffafras  tea  made  very  ftrong, 
fhould  be  taken  warm,  and  the  fame  thould 
be  repeated  every  morning,  except  on  thole 
days  on  which  the  purging  pills  are  taken. 


Cure  of  the  Pocky  Warts  and  Bxcrefcences  % 

Thefe,  though  not  dangerous,  are  very 
troublefome  companions,  and  chiefly  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  nut,  forefkin,  or  body  of  the 
yard.  To  remove  them,  nothing  is  prefer¬ 
able  to  the  following  method :  firft,  bathe 
them  with  warm  milk  and  water,  then  rub 
them  gently  with  a  piece  of  blue  vitriol, 
commonly  known  by  the  name  of  blue- 
ftone,  and  apply  a  piece  of  dry  lint  to  the 
warts  at  every  dreffing:  this  fhould  be  re¬ 
peated  ’till  the  warts  are  entirely  wafted 
away  :  the  fame  medicines  which  are  di¬ 
rected  under  the  article  of  Chancres,  mult 
likewife  be  taken  internally. 


Cure  of  the  Bubo ,  or  venereal fwelling  in  the 

Groin. 

The  firrt:  fign  of  a  venereal  bubo,  is  a  dull 
he  avy  pain  in  the  groin,  arifing  from  an  ob- 
ftrudtion  of  the  fmalleft  vefleis,  which 

caufes 
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caufes  little  knots  and  kernels  at  firft,  but 
the  pain  continuing  to  encreafe,  the  fwell- 
ing  grows  as  large  as  a  pidgeon’s  egg,  fome- 
times  much  larger,  and  the  part  is  fome- 
times  inflamed,  and  the  fkin  changes  to 
a  red  colour. 

There  are  two  methods  recommended 
for  the  cure  of  this  fymptom  of  the  vene¬ 
real  difeafe,  the  one,  by  difperfing  the  bu¬ 
bo  before  it  comes  to  fuppurate,  by  the  ufe 
of  mercurials,  and  purges,  which,  as  it  re¬ 
quires  no  manual  operation,  is  fhorter, 
more  free  from  pain,  and  equally  fafe, 
therefore  has  juflly  the  preference. 

The  method  is  as  follows. 

Firft,  let  eight  or  ten  ounces  of  blood  be 
taken  from  the  arm,  then  apply  a  mercurial 
plaifter  fpread  thick  on  leather,  the  fize  of 
the  fwclling:  this  need  not  be  changed 
oftner  than  once  in  four  days.  Take  in¬ 
wardly  the  mercurial  pill,  directed  under 
the  article  of  chancres,  every  night  going 
to  reft,  and  continue  the  ufe  cf  it  'till  the 
mouth  grows  hot,  and  the  gums:  begin  to 
fwell,  and  a  fpitting  feems  to  be  coming 
on  ;  but  as  foon  as  this  happens,  the  mer¬ 
curial  pill  muft  be  immediately  left  off,  and 
the  purging  pills,  directed  under  the  ar¬ 
ticle  of  chancres,  muft  be  taken  every  morn¬ 
ing,  or  every  other  morning,  according  to 
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the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  ’till  the  fore- 
nefs  of  the  mouth  and  fpitting  are  entirely 
gone  off,  after  which  you  muft  take  the 
mercurial  pill  in  the  manner  already  direct¬ 
ed,  ’till  the  mouth  again  grows  fore,  when 
the  fpitting  muft  be  reftrained  by  the  purg¬ 
ing-pills  as  before.  This  courfe  muft  be 
purfued  ’till  the  fwelling  difappears.  To 
prevent  a  relapfe,  a  quart  of  ftrong  faffa- 
fras-tea  fhould  be  taken  every  day  for  a 
fortnight  or  three  weeks.  The  diet  fhould 
be  very  low  and  fparing,  and  the  lick  per- 
fon  fhould  be  very  warmly  cloathed,  and 
great  care  taken  to  prevent  catching  cold. 
The  other  method  of  cure  by  promoting  a 
fuppuration,  I  fhall  omit  giving  any  account 
of  in  this  treatife,  as  in  that  cafe,  it  is  abfo- 
lutely  neceflary  to  have  the  afliftance  and 
advice  of  a  fkilful  Surgeon.

Cure  of  the  falfe  Clap ,  or  virulent  dife barge 
of  Matter  frdm  the  Nut  of  the  Tard . 

HIS  difeharge  is  not  fo  great  as  in 
the  common  venerea!  clap  ;  but  the 
nut  of  the  yard  is  commonly  inflamed  and 
very  painful,  and  if  neglected  or  improper¬ 
ly  treated,  chancres,  a  phympfis,  paraphv- 
mofis,  or  eryftailines,  are  frequently  the 
confequence. 

Te 
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To  begin  the  cure,  bleeding  mufl  be 
performed  in  the  arm,  to  the  amount  of 
eight  or  ten  ounces,  to  abate  the  inflamma¬ 
tion.  The  fore-fkin  fliould  be  gently 
drawn  back  and  the  part  wafhed  with  warm 
milk  and  water,  two  or  three  times  in  a 
day,  and  the  nut  of  the  yard  Should  at  each 
drefiing  be  covered  with  a  fmall  bit  of  finer 
lint  to  fuck  up  the  virulent  difcharge,  and 
if  the  pain  and  fwelling  be  very  violent,  a • 
pultice  of  white  bread  and  milk  may  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  part  every  night ;  the  mercu¬ 
rial  pills  muft  be  taken  as  directed  under 
the  article  of  the  virulent  Gonorrhaea  ;  by 
continuing  this  method  a  fortnight  or  three 
weeks,  the  running  generally  ceafes  of  its 
own  accord  ;  but  if  after  uiing  this  method 
for  fome  time  longer,  any  difcharge  fliould 
remain,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  dab  the  parts- 
with  a  little  red  wine,  in  which  a  red  hot- 
poker  has  been  feveral  times  extinguished* 
in  order  to  reftore  them  to  their  natural 
tone. 

But  if  from  negledt  or  improper  treat¬ 
ment,  the  inflammation  fliould  degenerate 
into  chancres,  and  thefe  Should  bring  on  a 
phy  moils,  paraphymofis,  &c.  recourfe  mu  ft 
then  be  had  to  the  remedies  direded  under 
thofe  refpedive  articles.

Cure  of  Gleets. 

AGleetis  generally  the  confequence  of 
a  venereal  clap  ill-cured, and  is  very 
obftinate  and  troublefometo  cure.  Balfamic 
medicines  are  very  feldom  of  any  fervice  in 
this  diforder,  and  therefore  being  firft  well 
fatisfied  that  the  virulence  is  entirely  re¬ 
moved,  recourfe  muft  be  had  to  the  cold 
bath,  and  the  following  ftrengthning  pills 
muft  be  taken  twice  or  three  times  in  a 
day,  four  at  each  dofe,  with  a  glafs  of  old 
red  port  wine  mixed  with  water. 

Receipt  to  make  the  Strengthning  Pills . 

Take  roch  allum  three  drachms,  dra¬ 
gons -blood  one  drachm,  melt  them  toge- 

D  2  ther 
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ther  over  the  fire,  then  powder  them  and 
add  ten  grains  of  fugar  of  lead,  then  make 
them  into  middle  fized  pills,  with  as  much 
Chio  turpentine  as  is  fufticient  to  give  the 
mafs  a  proper  confidence.  If  the  gleet 
does  not  give  way.  to  the  ufe  of  thefe  pills, 
joined  vvith  cold  bathing,  a  little  of  the, 
following  injedjon  mud  be  thrown  up  the 
yard  with  a  iyringe,  night  and  morning. 

Receipt  to  make  the  Injettkn. 

Take  tnree  drachms  of  the  compound- 
cerufs  powder,  and  one  fcruple  of  cam-' 
phor,  difiolve  them  in  twelve  ounces  of 
lime-water  for  an  injedliom  ' ' 

N.  B.  Great,  care  mud  be  taken  that  the 
cerufs  powder  is  reduced  into  as  fine  a 
powder  as  poffibje. 

:  ^ut  whereas  many  perfons  after  a  perfect 
cure  of  the  clap,  and  a  total  iuppreihon  of 
all  gleety  ou  zings,  are  fubjetf  to  a  lanknef$ 
of  their  teflicles,  whereby  the  left  generally- 
hangs  lower  than  the  right,  and  both  of 
them  much  lower  than  their  natural  por¬ 
tion  requires  theyiho.uld,  This  is  a  certain 
indication  of  great  weaknefs  and  feeblenefs 
in  the  coofiitution  of  thefe  parts,  for  the 
relief  of  which,  the  following  fomentation 
will  be  the  molt  efficacious  remedy  that  can 
poffibly  be  made  ufe  of.  ,

Take  oak  bark  three  ounces,  roch  allura 
half  an  ounce,  boil  them  together  in  a 
quart  of  Smith's  forge-water  ’till  one  half  is 
wafted  away,  then  ftrain  off  the  liquor,  and 
foment  the  parts  with  it  twice  a  day  as  warm 
as  it  can  be  borne.  It  is  almoft  impoftible 
to  conceive  how  much  it  will  reftore  the 
tone  of  the  tefticles,  and  oblige  the  fero- 
turn  to  purfe  up  and  contract  its  dimen¬ 
sions,  efpecially  if  the  ftrengthning  pills  are 
taken  inwardly  at  the  fame  time. 

Another  confequence  of  a  virulent  clap, 
which  Sometimes  happens  where  the  dis¬ 
order  has  been  very  ftubborn,  is  a  Shooting 
pain  in  the  urinary  paffage,  attended  with 
a  fenfation  in  the  nut  of  the  yard,  as  if  a 
drop  of  the  gleety  matter  was  actually  fall¬ 
ing  from  it  ;  but  upon  looking  there  is  not 
the  leaft  flgn  of  any  moifture  whatfoever. 
This  is  occafioned  from  the  extreme  weak- 
nefs,  tendernefs,  and  fenftbility  of  the  nerves 
distributed  to  the  urinary  paffage,  and  if 
perfons  thus  affedted,  will  have  but  a  little 
patience,  they  will  in  a  very  little  time, 
perceive  this  uneafinefs,  by  the  affiftance  of 
the  cold  bath,  daily  decreafe,  and  entirely 
vanifh  away,  in  three  weeks  or  a  month  at 
fartheft.

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And  thus  I  clofe  the  firft  part  of  this 
treatife,  concerning  the  caufe  and  cure  of 
the  virulent  Gonorrhaea  or  Clap,  under  all 
its  fymptoms  and  degrees,  ’till  it  vitiates 
the  blood  and  juices,  and  produces  all  the 
various  branches  of  the  French  Pox,  the 
defcription  and  cure  of  which  fhall  be  the 
fubjedt  of  the  fecond  part.

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PART  SECOND. 

OF  THE 

GRAND  or  FRENCH  POX. 

IN  the  former  part  I  have  fo  fully  treat¬ 
ed  of  every  thing  that  relates  to  the 
cure  of  a  virulent  clap,  that  I  cannot  re¬ 
collect  any  material  circumftance  omitted , 
which  might  be  judged  neceffary  in  the 
cure  of  that  branch  of  the  venereal  difeafe. 
For  the  reader  will  perceive,  that  I  have 
not  only  given  the  proper  methods  to  re¬ 
lieve'  the  moft  inveterate  fymptoms  of  a 
clap,  but  alfo  the  moft  effectual  means  to 
reftore  the  conftitution  to  its  former 
ftrength,  and  the  fuffering  parts  to  their  for¬ 
mer  tone  and  vigour. 

Having  therefore  accomplifhed  every 
thing  neceffary  in  the  cure  of  a  clap>  I 
fhall  proceed  to  treat  of  all  the  particular 
circum fiances  of  the  Second  Infection,  or 
French  Pox,  from  the  ffrft  and  flighted: 
attack  it  makes  upon  the  conftitution,  to 
its  laft  and  moft  deplorable  fymptoms, 
where  the  difeafe  becomes  univerfal,  and  the 
patient  too  frequently  finks  under  the  moft 
excruciating  tortures. 

When 
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When  the  venereal  difeafe  firft  appeared 
-in  Europe,  it  was  reputed  epidemic  and 
contagious,  but  it  is  now  known  by  un¬ 
doubted  experience,  and  the  unanimous 
confent  of  phyficians,  that  it  can  neither 
be  contracted  by  any  error  in  diet*  the  fault 
of  the  air,  or  any  fpontaneous  corruption 
of  the  humours,  but  folely  by  infection, 
and  the  communication  of  it  from  one  that 
is  difeafed.  It  is  therefore  moftly  if  not 
folely  communicated  by  the  immediate  con¬ 
tact  of  one  difeafed,  with  fome  part  of  a 
found  perfon,  as  by  coition,  by  the  bread:, 
by  lewd  killing,  by  introducing  the  finger 
into  the  places  infected  by  a  venereal  ulcer 
or  flux,  if  there  happens  to  be  a  hang-nail 
on  the  finger,  or  fome  little  cut  or  erafe- 
ment  of  the  fkin.  It  alfo  often  arifes  from 
the  long  continuance  of  a  virulent  clap* 
the  unfeafonable  ufe  of  aftringents,  or  the 
unfkilful  application  -of  ftyptic  injections*, 
whereby  the  pocky  venom  that  ought  to 
di (charge  itfelf  through  the  urinary  paffagb 
in  form  of  a  running,  is  too  haftiiy  fup- 
preft,  and  the  infectious  matter  is  thrown 
upon  the  confutation,  and  infects  the 
blood  and  juices; 

The  difference  of  the  fymptoms  have'  a 
great  dependance  upon  the  influence  of  the 
pocky  venom,  whereby  they  are  either 
mild,  corrofive,  or  extremely  malignant,- 

though 
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ftioiigh  fometimes  the  vicious  juices  of  the 
body  occafion  a  variety  of  untoward  fymp-* 
toms,  even  in  cafes  where  originally  the 
pocky  venom  was  very  mild  ;  this  happens 
in  bodies  highly  fcorbutic,  that  live  much 
upon  high  feafoned  meats,  rich  wines,  and 
other  hot  inflammatory  diet,  which  fire 
the  blood,  (harpen  the  humours,  and  ren¬ 
der  the  pocky  fymptoms  more  corrofive  and 
malignant. 

The  fafety  or  danger  of  the  patient  very 
much  depends  upon  the  greatnefs  or  feve- 
rity  of  the  fymptoms,  the  multitude  of  the 
parts  affeCted,  and  the  neceffity  of  thofe 
parts  to  life.  When  the  fymptoms  are 
few,  and  do  not  affeCt  the  parts  eflential  to 
life,  provided  the  venereal  venom  does  not 
lay  hold  of  the  bones,  we  may  judge  the 
cure  will  be  eafily  and  fpeedily  effected.  A 
more  favourable  iflue  may  be  expedted  from 
a  pox  attended  with  a  virulent  running,  than 
from  a  dry  pox,  without  that  circumftance 
attending  it  :  as  alfo  from  a  pox  contract¬ 
ed  in  youth,  than  in  old  people.  It  is  aU 
ways  a  good  fign  and  promifes  well  to  the 
patient,  where  the  fcabs  and  breaking-out 
appear  full  on  the  habit,  and  their  heads 
rife  with  an  eminence  above  the  fie  in,  and 
the  want  of  vital  force  is  the  foie  reafon 
why  this  difeafe  fo  frequently  terminates  in 
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the  fcurvy,  afthma,  or  dropfy  in  aged 
people. 

The  cure  of  an  hereditary  pox  is  very  dif¬ 
ficult,  but  not  impoffible,  the  fame  may  be 
concluded  of  an  infaht,  that  fuckles  an  in- 
fedted  nurfe.  A  pox  of  long  ftanding  in  a 
ftrong,  healthful  young  man,iseafier  to  cure 
than  a  frefh  pox  in  a  weakly,  fcorbutic, 
or  hedtical  conftitution,  though  an  invete¬ 
rate  pox  is  very  troublefome  and  difficult 
to  relieve,  even  under  the  bell  conftitu- 
tions. 

Signs  of  the  fecond  InfcBion  or  grand  Pox * 

Buboes  in  the  groin,  and  chancres  on  the 
private  parts  make  the  firft  degree  of  this 
diftemper.  The  fldn  efpecially  about  the 
neck  and  bread,  and  between  the  fhoulders 
is  covered  with  flat  fpots  like  freckles,  of 
a  yellow  or  livid  colour,  it  is  full  of  itchy 
puftules,  tetters,  ringworms  and  ferpigi- 
nous  eruptions.  There  are  chaps  in  the 
palms  of  the  hands  and  foies  of  the  feet, 
with  itching,  from  whence  proceeds  a  clear 
liquor  like  water  :  it  abounds  with  hard, 
callous,  round  puftules,  rifing  a  little  at  the 
top,  generally  dry,  but  fometimes  moift, 
fcaly,  branny,  and  yellow,  frequently  on 
the  corners  of  the  lips,  and  the  tides  of  the 
noftrils,  but  more  efpecially  on  the  Tore-? 
head,  temples,  and  behind  the  ears,  where 
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they  appear  in  rows  like  a  firing  of  beads, 
and  gradually  creep  among  the  hair.  The 
infideof  the  mouth,  throat,  and  nofe,  are 
alfo  affedled.  The  palate  and  glands  of  the 
throat  become  hot,  painful,  inflamed,  and 
ulcerated  ;  puflules  appear  in  the  roof  of 
the  mouth,  which  degenerate  into  round, 
malignant,  phagsedenic  ulcers,  which  rot 
the  bone  as  far  as  the  noftrils.  The  mem¬ 
brane  which  lines  the  infide  of  the  noftrils 
is  likewife  liable  to  puflules,  which  pro¬ 
duce  ulcerations,  that  infedt  the  bones  of 
the  nofe  with  a  caries,  which  being  eaten 
away,  the  nofe  falls  down  having  loft  its 
fupports  the  voice  becomes  hoarfe  and  low, 
the  gums  ulcerate  and  rot,  the  teeth  ach, 
grow  rotten,  and  fall  out,  and  the  breath 
is  very  often  five.  The  miferable  patient  is 
tormented  with  pains  in  the  night  time, 
when  in  bed  and  covered  warm  with  clothes, 
which  become  fo  intenfe  that  the  patient 
cannot  lie  in  bed,  thefe  are  either  tenftve, 
pricking,  pulfative,  or  rending,  fixed  Gr 
wandering,  which  fometimes  occupy  the 
mufcular  and  tendious  parts,  like  the  rheu- 
matifm  ;  fometimes  the  tendons  and  liga- 
'  inents  about  the  joints,  refembling  the  gout, 
fometimes  they  are  with  fwelling  or  inflam¬ 
mation,  fometimes  without.  At  the  dawn 
of  the  morning  thefe  pains  remit  and  be¬ 
come  more  tolerable,  'till  the  fucceeding 

E  2  evening 
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evening  again  exafperates  the  pains,  and 
renews  the  tragedy,  which  circumflance 
diftinguilhes  .venereal,  from  all  rheumatic, 
gouty,  or  fcorbutic  pains  whatever.  All 
thefe  fymptoms  gradually  encreafc^  after¬ 
wards  nodes  or  exoftofes  arife  on  the  fkuli, 
fhin-bones,  and  bones  of  the  arms,  which 
being  attended  with  conftant  pain  and  in¬ 
flammation,  at  length  grow  carious  and 
rotten.  The  lymphatic  glands  become 
hard  and  callous,  and  form  in  the  neck, 
armpits,  groin,  and  mefentery,  hard  move¬ 
able,  circumfcribed  fwellings,  like  the 
kings-evil.  The  lymphatic  veflfels  being 
enlarged  by  a  thick,  ftagnating  lymph, 
form  fwellings,  which  are  called  Gummata  ; 
in  the  tendons  it  caufes  nodes,  in  the  nerves 
ganglions,  and  in  the  ligaments  of  the  joints 
tophs. 

Neither  do  the  eyes  efcape  the  fury  of 
this  difeafe,  for  they  are  externally  affedted 
with  pain,  red nef$,  itching  and  lippitude, 
and  internally  being  loaded  with  humours, 
fuppuration  fometimes  happens  and  the 
light  is  deflroyed.  The  ears  are  affedted 
with  a  finging  noife,  deafnefs  and  pain, 
while  their  internal  fubftance  is  ulcerated 
and  rendered  carious. 

Women  have  diforders  peculiar  to  the 
fex,  as  cancers  in  the  bread:,  a  fuppreflion 
pr  overflowing  of  the  monthly  courfes^  the 

whites, 
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Volutes,  the  hyftenc  paffion,  an  inflamma¬ 
tion,  abfeefs,  fchirrus,  gangrene,  ulcer  and 
cancer  of  the  womb,  they  are  eithei  bar¬ 
ren  or  fubjedt  to  mifearry,  or  the  children 
they  bring  into  the  world  have  an  universal 
erylipelas,  are  half  rotten,  and  covered  with 

ulcers.  ^  .  . 

After  this  catalogue  of  fymptoms,  it  is 
po  wonder  that  all  the  animal,  vital,  and 
natural  functions  fhould  be  depraved,  and 
that  the  unhappy  iuflerer  fhould  fall  into  a 
decay,  and  at  laft  worn  out  with  pain,  die 
con  lump  live. 

ivlci  n  cment  of  the  Patient,  m  7  elation  to 
Diet,  Exercife ,  &c.  while  under  the  cure 
cf  the  Venereal  Difeafe .  ' 

A  thin,  cooling,  attenuating  diet,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  the  mod  proper  to  foften  the  blood, 
and  refolve  the  feurfy  Icabs  which  defile 
the  fkin,  and  for  this  end  nothing  is  pre¬ 
ferable  to  ptifans,  made  of  farfaparilla  with 
milk,  in  cafe  the  perfon  is  of  a  dry  heftical 
confutation,  or  a  decodtion  of  guaicum,  if 
he  is  cold  or  moift,  and  confequently  in¬ 
clinable  to  breed  phlegm,  he  may  eat 
milk,  light  puddings,  eggs,  either  boiled 
or  poached,  chicken-broth,  mutton  or 
veal  broth,  chocolate,  tea,  water-gruel, 
£jc.  If  any  wine  is  drank  it  fhould  be  di¬ 
luted 
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luted  with  Briftol-water,  and  this  method 
fhould  be  continued  "till  the  cure  is  fully 
eompleated.  Great  care  mull:  be  taken 
through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  cure,  ne¬ 
ver  to  indulge  in  any  excefs,  for  a  little 
error  committed  on  this  head  will  certainly  . 
prove  of  very  pernicious  confequence:  all 
violent  exercife  ought  to  be  avoided,  as 
riding,  jumping,  &c.  for  though  the  pox 
is  a  chronic  difeafe,  and  upon  that  account 
may  feem  to  require  fome  degree  of  mo¬ 
tion  or  exercife,  yet  it  is  frequently  attend- 
with  violent  fymptoms  of  an  inflammation; 
for  which  reafon,  I  fhould  advife  the  pa¬ 
tient  never  to  ufe  more  exercife,  if  it  could 
poflibly  be  avoided,  than  moderate  walking, 
or  gentle  riding  in  a  coach  or  chaife,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  clear,  ferene  air,  which 
is  of  great  efficacy  in  the  cure  of  the  vene¬ 
real  difeafe.  The  government  of  the  paf- 
lions  is  of  the  laft  confequence,  for  it  is  not 
poffible  to  make  any  confiderable  progrefs 
in  the  cure,  unlefs  the  lick  perfcn  is  refoiv- 
ed  to  prevent  their  breaking  out  in  irregular 
excursions.  It  therefore  highly  concerns 
the  patient  above  all  other  things  not  to 
fuffer  his  fancy  to  rove  after  women,  who 
fhould  never  come  into  fight,  if  poffible, 
during  the  time  he  is  under  cure  ;  for  thefe 
irregular  defires  from  wanton  objects 
will  retard  the  cure,  and  occafion  thofe 

fymptoms 
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fymptoms  which  lome  time  before  difap- 
peared,  to  return  with  greater  fury. 


CHAP.  VII. 

Cure  of  venereal  ulcers  which  affect  the  Nofe9 
Palate ,  Throat,  and  parts  adjoining . 

HAVING  in  the  preceding  part  of  th^s 
treatife  fully  treated  of  the  cure  of  ve¬ 
nereal  chancres,  and  buboes  in  the  groins  of 
either  fex,  we  (hall  now  confider  the  moft 
proper  method  to  relieve  and  thoroughly  era¬ 
dicate  thofe  ulcers  which  affedt  the  throat, 
and  parts  adjoining  :  In  thefe  cafes  moft  au-' 
thors  have  advifed  a  ftrong  falivation  to  be 
raifed  with  all  poflible  fpeed,  and  indeed  this 
fymptom  of  the  venereal  difeafe,  feems  much 
more  likely  to  be  relieved  by  a  falivation 
than  any  other  fpecies  of  that  diforder,  fince 
in  this  cafe  the  pocky  ulcers,  and  fcabs, 
being  near  the  falival  dudts,  are  immediately 
diffolved,  and  carried  off  by  the  falivation, 
without  parting  again  into  the  blood  and 
mixing  with  the  juices;  neverthelefs,  if the 
following  method  be  carefully  purfued,  I  am 
perfuaded  thefe  fymptoms  may  be  as  per¬ 
fectly  cured  as  if  the  patient  underwent  that 
difagreeable  and  tedious  courfe. 

To  abate  the  inflammation  of  the  parts, 
bleeding,  to  the  amount  of  ten  or  twelve 

ounces 
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ounces  will  be  neceffary,  and  the  parts 
affedted  fhould  be  waffled  frequently  with 
the  following  gargle. 

Receipt  for  the  Gargle . 

<  '  7  ’  '  T, 

Take  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  red  rofe 
leaves  dried,  and  infufe  them  in  a  pint  of 
boiling  water,  add  ten  drops  of  oil  of  vitriol, 
and  when  cold,  fweeten  it  with  three  quarters 
of  an  ounce  of  loaf  fugar. 

Take  half  a  pint  of  this  infufion,  one 
ounce  and  an  half  of  honey  of  roles,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  mel  segyptiacum,  mix  them 
all  together  for  a  gargle,  to  be  ufed  frequently 
as  above  directed. 

Internally  the  mercurial  pills  directed 
under  the  article  of  the  virulent  clap,  or 
gonorrhea,  muft  be  taken  night  and  momingy 
till  the  ulcers  are  entirely  healed,  drinking 
after  each  dofe  half  a  pint  of  the  following 
diet  drink  mixt  with  a  little  milk  luke-- 
warm. 

Receipt  for  preparing  the  Diet  Drink . 

Take  farfaparilla  and  guaicum  fhavings 
each  two  ounces,  flick  liquorice  one  ounce, 
boil  them  together  in  two  quarts  of  lime 
water,  till  one  half  is  wafted  away,  then 
{train  off  the  refidue  for  ufe. 


Lime 
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Lime  water  is  made  by  pouring  a  gallon 
of  boiling  water  on  a  pound  of  quick  lime, 
and  letting  it  (land  till  the  water  is  cold, 
when  it  muft  be  carefully  poured  off  from 
the  lime,  and  kept  in  a  ftone  bottle  well 

corked. 

After  thefe  meafures  have  been  taken 
feme  time,  and  the  complaints  are  gone  off, 

I  would  advife  inftead  of  the  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  eleduary,  to  be  taken  the  quantity 
of  a  nutmeg  night  and  morning  witn  half 
a  pint  of  the  diet  drink,  after  each  dole,  to 
fweeten  the  blood,  and  prevent  a  return  ot 
the  pocky  complaints. 

Receipt  for  the  Alterative  Electuary. 

Take  sethiops  mineral,  and  gum  guaicum 
each  half  an  ounce,  camphor  a  fcruple, 
conferve  of  rofes  one  ounce,  mix  them  toge¬ 
ther  into  an  ele&uary,  with  as  much  fyrup 
of  orange  peels  as  is  neceffary  to  give 
it  a  proper  confidence. 

N.  B.  This  ele&uary  fhould  be  taken 
three  weeks  or  a  month. 

Thefe  remedies  generally  effedt  a  certain  ; 
and  fuccefsful  cure,  but  in  fome  ftubborn 
cafes,  where  the  diforderis  very  malignant, 
and  has  taken  deep  root,  the  ulcers  will  be 
apt  to  fpread  notwithftanding  all  you  have 
done  for  their  relief,  in  which  cafe  the 

F  '  mouth 
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mouth,  and  throat,  muft  be  fumigated  with 
the  fmoke  of  artificial  cinnabar  every  night, 
at  leaft,  for  four  or  five  nights  running,  and 
then  if  no  fpitting  enfues,  and  the  ulcers 
leem  likely  to  heal,  the  pills  and  diet  drink 
muft  be  made  ufe  of  as  above  directed. 

Receipt for  the  fumigating  Powder . 

Take  Vermillion  and  frankincenfe,  each 
half  an  ounce,  rub  them  together  into  a 
grofs  powder,  and  divide  them  into  eight 
papers,  one  of  which  is  fufticient  for  one  fu¬ 
migation.  The  method  of  fumigating  is  by 
putting  a  paper  of  this  powder  on  a  red  hot 
iron,  or  heater,  and  placing  a  tin  funnel 
inverted,  on  the  heater,  then  the  patient 
receives  the  fmoke  into  his  mouth,  thro  the 
fmall  end  of  the  funnel,  which  at  firft  he 
may  bear  for  fix  or  eight  minutes,  at  each 
time  lengthning  the  time  a  little  :  after  the 
fumigation  is  over,  a  glafs  of  mulled  wine 
is  proper  to  fupport  the  fpirits.

Cure  of  Venereal  Eruptions ,  and  Ulcers  which 
affeB  the  Jkin  and flefh  in  different  parts  of 
the  body • , 

W  H  E  N  the  venereal  difeafe  is  diffu- 
fed  through  the  whole  habit,  and 
taints  the  fkin  and  flefh,  with  ferpiginous 
eruptions ;  when  puftules  and  pocky  warts 
befet  the  forehead,  fides  of  the  face,  lips, 
chin,  &c.  when  fcabbs,  and  fpreading 
tettars,  affedt  the  arms,  breaft,  fhoulders, 
back,  and  thighs  ;  when  foul  ulcers  occupy 
the  neck,  loins  and  legs,  attended  with 
fevere  night  pains,  in  the  bones  of  the  arms 
and  legs,  as  if  dogs  were  gnawing  of  them, 
which  go  off  towards  morning  regularly ; 
under  thefe  circumftances,  nothing  can  be 

done  better  than  to  aflifl:  nature,  to  throw 

\ 

off  the  tainted  juices,  as  much  as  pofiible 
by  the  cuticular  difcharges. 

Gentle  purges  in  the  beginning  of  the 
cure  are  very  ferviceable,  fuch  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing. 

Take  ten  grains  of  calomel,  and  make  it 
into  a  pill,  with  a  little  bit  of  conferve  of 
rofes.  This  fhould  be  taken  over  night,

and  workt  off  with  the  following  purging 
draught. 

Take  three  ounces  of  the  infufion  of 
fenna,  and  half  an  ounce  of  fyrup  of  buck¬ 
thorn,  mix  them  into  a  draught,  this  pill 
and  draught  may  be  repeated  four  or  five 
times,  after  which  I  recommend  the  mer¬ 
curial  pills,  directed  under  the  article  of 
the  Virulent  Gonorrhsea,  or  Clap,  to  be 
taken  night  and  morning,  drinking  after 
each  dole,  half  a  pint  of  the  diet  drink, 
prepared  as  directed  in  the  preceding  article, 
as  warm  as  poffible.  Between  whiles,  the 
patient  fhould  make  ufe  of  the  warm  bath, 
ilnce  nothing  fo  powerfully  moiftens,  and 
foftens  the  fibres  of  the  fkin,  and  as  warm 
bathing  renders  the  perfpiration  freer  and 
more  full,  it  consequently  removes  the  oh- 
ftrudtions,  and  aflifts  greatly  the  diffolution 
of  the  pocky  matter,  fo  that  by  the  abid¬ 
ance  of.  the  warm  bath,  the  time  of  cure  is 
very  much  fhortned:  the  method  here  laid 
down,  if  dridtly  attended  to,  and  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  fparing  regular  way  of  living 
will,  in  the  word  cafes,  effedt  a  certain  cure, 
without  the  lead  necedity  of  having  recourfe 
to  that  difagreeable  and  dangerous  remedy, 
a  falivation.  Sometimes  the  eruptions, 
blotches,  ulcers,  &c.  may  require  fome 
topical  application,  the  bed  is  the  following 
ointment,  a  little  of  which  may  be  fpread

on  a  piece  of  fine  rag  and  applied  to  the 
larger  eruptions,  &c.  once  in  a  day,  which 
in  a  little  time  will  difperfe  them.

'Receipt  for  the  Detergent  Ointment . 

Take  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  quickfilver 
and  diffolve  it  in  as  much  fpirit  of  nitre,  as 
will  ferve  for  that  purpofe,  then  add,  by 
degrees,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  melted 
hogs  lard,  and  mix  them  into  an  oint¬ 
ment. 

When  the  cure  is  fully  compleated,  the 
patient  muft  be  very  careful  not  to  expofe 
himfelf  too  fuddenly  to  the  cold  air,  if  the 
weather  is  extreamly  fharp,  lead  from  a  too 
fudden  conftridtion  of  the  fibres  of  the  fkin, 
occafioned  by  the  intenfe  cold,  he  fhould  be 
affected  with  rheumatic  pains,  frequently 
more  tormenting,  and  more  difficult  to  be 
removed,  than  thofe  occafioned  by  the 
venereal  difeaie.  He  muft  alfo  be  very 
careful  of  endangering  his  conftitution,  by 
running  into  excefies  of  eating,  drinking, 
&c.  leaft  from  a  high  wav  of  living  the 
fcabs,  blotches,  eruptions,  &c.  that  difap- 
peared  under  the  preceding  courfe  of 
medicine,  fhould  fpring  up  again  under  the 
form  of  puftules  and  ulcers,  equally  t rou¬ 
ble  fo  me  to  the  patient,  and  more  hard  to  be 
cured  than  thofe  which  arofe  from  the  effects 
of  the  venereal  poifon.

Cure  of  no  diurnal  pains  in  the  Head ,  Arms , 
Legs ,  and  other  parts  of  the  body  arifing 
from  a  Venereal  caufe , 


IF  the  patient  will  ftri&Iy  confine  him* 
felf  to  a  {lender  and  regular  diet,  the 
mercurial  pills  directed  under  the  article  of 
the  Virulent  Gonorrhaea  or  Clap,  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  decoddon  of  Sarfaparilla, 
prepared  and  given  In  the  following  man¬ 
ner,  will  relieve  in  a  very  fihort  time  vene¬ 
real  head-achs,  and  nodiurnal  pains,  and  if 
perfifted  in,  I  have  great  reafon  to  think 
will  always  cure,  without  fweating  or  con¬ 
finement,  at  all  feafons  of  the  year,  even 
where  a  falivation,  or  long  continued 
courfes  of  the  decoction  of  the  woods  have 
failed. 


Receipt  to  prepare  the  Sarfaparilla  He  codiion 


To  three  ounces  of  the  farfaparilla-  root, 
as  frefh  as  it  can  be  procured,  not  fpoiled 
with  long  keeping,  worms,  fea-water  or 
inoifture,  add  three  quarts  of  river-water, 
and  bring  it  to  boil  immediately  in  an  open 
veffel,  and  let  it  boil  away  to  two  pints  of 
the  {trained  liquor,  that  is,  to  about  two 


pounds 
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pounds  averdupoize :  I  fometimes  add  a 
little  liquorice-root,  to  make  it  more  palat¬ 
able.  This  quantity  mull;  be  taken  at  two 
or  three  doles,  either  warm  or  cold,  as  is 
molt  agreeable,  every  twenty-four  hours ; 
every  other  day  it  mud:  be  made  frefh,  and 
what  is  not  ufed  the  day  it  is  boiled,  mufb 
be  kept  in  a  cold  cellar. 

There  is  great  reafon  to  think,  that  thofe 
rheumatic  complaints,  which  are  fo  com¬ 
mon  and  obftinate  after  a  mercurial  courfe, 
may  be  cured  by  taking  regularly  for  fome 
time  the  decodtion  of  farfaparilla,  agree¬ 
able  to  the  well  known  effects  of  that  me¬ 
dicine,  which  is  only  to  be  depended  on 
where  mercury  has  failed,  or  when  it  is 
combined  with  it.  I  mention  this,  becaufe 
few  difeafes*refift  more  the  power  of  medi¬ 
cine  than  this,  fo  obflinate  indeed  they  are, 
that  often  times  they  will  not  yield  to  a  fe- 
cond  falivation.

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CHAP.  X. 

Cure  of  carious  Bones  from  a  Venereal  caufe « 

TH  E  proper  way  to  relieve  all  cariated 
bones,  is  to  lay  them  bare,  and  keep 
the  wound  open  fo  long,  ‘till  the  rotten 
parts  are,  by  proper  applications  brought  to 
exfoliate  or  fcale  off,  but  as  in  this  cafe  it 
is  impofiihle  for  the  lick  perfon  to  difpenfe 
with  the  attendance  of  a  Ikilful  furgeon, 
I  lhall  not  enter  into  farther  particulars  on 
this  fubjedt.

Cure  of  a  Cenfumption  from  a  Venereal  caufe . 


IN  the  firft  place,  let  the  patient  make 
choice  of  a  fine,  clear,  foft  air,  a  light, 
thin,  fpare  diet,  fuch  as  both  contains  a 
large  quantity  of  nouriihment  in  a  little 
compafs,  and  is  at  the  fame  time  eafy  of 
digeftion ;  fuch  as  afies  milk,  jellies  of 
hartfhorn,  calves  feet,  fago,  &c.  new-laid 
eggs,  chocolate,  welfleet  oyfters,  viper 
broths,  and  craw-filh  loops;  for  thefe  thin, 

foftning, 
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foftning,  and  nourifhing  meats,  attenuate 
the  vifcid  juices,  and  give  time  for  the  me¬ 
dicines  employed  in  the  cure,  to  open  the 
obflruftions,  and  remove  the  hedtic  fever. 
The  following  is  an  excellent  broth  in  con- 
fumptive  cafes. 

Receipt  for  making  the  Reforative  Broth m 

Take  two  dried  vipers  diced  into  fmall 
bits,  three  craw-fifh  bruifed,  two  ounces 
of  pearl  barley,  a  cruft  of  bread,  a  little 
mace  and  fait,  and  boil  them  together 
over  a  gentle  fire  in  two  quarts  of  water* 
Till  one  half  is  wafted  away,  ftrain  off  the 
remainder  for  ufe.  Of  this  broth  half  a 
pint  £nay  be  taken  every  morning,  at  two 
ot  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  flipper 
time.  Nothing  affords  greater  nourifh- 
ment  than  this  broth,  though  it  is  plain 
and  fimpie,  and  not  fluffed  with  a  load  of 
ingredients,  which  oftner  pall  the  appetite* 
and  load  the  fiomach,  than  do  any  real 
fervice. 

As  the  patient  gathers  flrength,  and  his 
appetite  encreafes,  half  a  chicken,  or  a  bit 
of  neck  of  mutton  may  be  added  to  this 
broth.  1  would  advife  a  couple  of  large 
iffues  to  be  made  between  the  fhoulders* 
juft  below  the  nape  of  the  neck,  which  al¬ 
ways  prove  of  great  fervice  by  draining  the 

G  v  lun^s 
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lungs  of  the  pocky  particles,  which  minis¬ 
ter  frefh  Supply  for  the  foul  expedoration. 
when  by  thefe  means,  the  hedic  fever  is 
Something  abated,  and  the  Strength  in  Some 
meafure  repaired  ;  the  cure  muSt  be  at¬ 
tempted  with  the  following  gentle  courfe. 
Two  or  three  grains  of  calomel  made  into 
a  bolus,  with  conferve  of  rofes,  muft  be 
taken  night  and  morning,  drinking  half  a 
pint  of  the  farfaparilla  decodion,  prepared 
as  already  direded,  after  each  bolus ;  for 
farfaparilla,  in  emaciated  and  consumptive 
habits  from  a  venereal  caufe,  is  the  greateft 
rdtorer  of  appetite,  colour,  fleSh,  and  vi¬ 
gour,  yet  known  :  if  the  Stomach  will  bear 
it,  the  other  pint  of  the  decodion  Should  be 
taken,  mixt  with  Some  new  milk,  at  inter¬ 
mediate  times  every  day.  By  purfuing 
thefe  means  with  care,  the  patient  will  be 
reftored  to  his  former  health  again,  with¬ 
out  the  leaSt  fear  ©f  a  relap fe.

CHAP.  XL 

Means  to  rejlore  a  broken  confutation ,  whe¬ 
ther  impaired  by  the  feverity  of  the  Vene¬ 
real  Dfeafe9  or  Jhattered  by  the  violence 
of  Quack-medicines . 

TH  E  figns  of  a  broken  conftitution 
are  a  great  weaknefs  in  the  loins, 
with  a  pain  in  the  fmall  of  the  back,  a 
wafting  away,  wandering  pains  in  the  head, 
back,  and  breaft,  under  the  ribs  ;  cold, 
clammy  fweats,  frequently  break  out  about 
the  forehead,  temples  and  neck,  flufhings 
in  the  face,  efpecially  after  eating ;  a  great 
weaknefs  and  frigidity  of  the  private  parts, 
tremblings  and  hidden  twitchings  often  in 
a  day  feize  the  nerves,  tendons,  and  muf- 
cles  of  the  face,  mouth,  arms  and  legs, 
attended  with  a  weaknefs  in  the  joints ;  a 
dizzinefs  and  fwimming  of  the  head  a 
lownefs  and  faintnefs  of  fpirits;  the  body 
is  generally  coftive,  the  ftools  are  of  a  clay 
like  nature,  and  come  away  in  fmall  pieces 
lik  dogs  turds ;  the  urine  is  thick  and  foul, 
and  lets  fall  a  fediment  which  appears  thro* 
the  urine,  as  if  threads  were  lying  in  the 
bottom  of  the  chamber-pot ;  fometimes 
the  furface  of  the  urine  is  covered  with  a 
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greafy  fcum  which  in  cold  weather  will 
congeal  like  a  thin  cake  of  fat.  Thisarifes 
from  the  oily  parts  of  the  blood  melting 
down,  and  difcharging  by  the  urinary  paf- 
fages ;  a  profufe  ftubborn  gleet  attends 
fome,  a  dribling  of  urine,  accompanied  with 
hot  fhooting  pains  others,  the  pulfe  is  weak 
and  foft,  and  from  any  flight  motion  beats 
quicker,  more  unequal,  and  as  it  were  in  an 
hurry.  The  digeftion  is  bad,  fo  that  the 
patient  is  miferably  oppreft  with  wind, 
which  if  it  does  not  go  off  by  frequent 
belchings,  occafions  fevere  cholics. 

To  relieve  the  patient  under  thefe  infir¬ 
mities,  we  muft  firft  endeavour  to  reftore 
the  tone  of  the  ftomach,  for  which  purpofe 
I  advifc  the  following  ftomachic  draught, 
to  be  taken  every  other  day,  from  which  I 
have  often  found  wondeful  effeds. 

Receipt  for  the  Stomachic  Draught . 

Take  tindure  of  rhubarb  prepared  with 
wine,  and  tindure  of  hiera  picra,  each  ten 
drachms,  lavender  drops  one  drachm,  mix 
them  together  into  a  draught. 

After  this  has  been  taken  fome  time,  to 
compleat  the  cure,  I  recommend  the  ufe  of 
the  cold  bath,  and  the  following  reftorative 
tindure. 


Receipt- 
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Receipt  for  the  Reftorative  PinBurc. 

Take  two  ounces  of  the  beft  Peruvian 
bark  in  grofs  powder,  one  ounce  and  an 
half  of  dried  orange-peels,  three  drachms  of 
Virginia  fnake-root,  four  fcruples  of  faf- 
fron,  two  fcruples  of  cochineal,  infufe  them 
together  in  a  pint  and  a  quarter  of  brandy, 
in  a  veflel  clofe  flopped,  for  a  week,  then 
flrain  off  the  tindlure  for  ufe. 

A  large  fpoonful  of  this  tinilure  may  be 
taken  two  or  three  times  in  a  day,  drinking 
after  each  dofe  a  glafs  of  water,  with  ten 
drops  of  acid  elixir  of  vitriol  in  it. 

This  Tindlure  tends  to  ftrengthen  the 
folids,  to  prevent  the  further  diflolution  of 
the  blood,  reftores  its  crafis,  and  in  the  end 
whether  the  nervous  or  vafcular  fyftem  be 
affected,  is  the  moft  powerful  reftorative  in 
nature,  and  moft  likely  to  compleat  the 
cure  in  all  broken  confutations. 
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
